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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: claims 1-17 are directed to distinct masking 
combinations. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
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case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
, traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.17(i). 

Claim Objections 

Claim 19 is objected to because of the following informalities: The claim is not in 
proper form. It contains a table, is not written as one sentence and fails to end in a 
period. MPEP section 608.01 (m) states, "Each claim begins with a capital letter and 
ends with a period. Periods may not be used elsewhere in the claims except for 
abbreviations. See Fressola v. Manbeck, 36 USPQ2d 1211 (D.D.C. 1995). Where a 
claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each element or step of the claim 
should be separated by a line indentation, 37 CFR 1.75(i)." Appropriate correction is 
required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The claim is in improper table format that fails to specifically 
limit the relationship of the terms in the table. The sentence-like portion of the claim 
limits the columns as only "associated" items. It is therefore unclear what the applicant 
regards as the metes and bounds of the invention using this format.
